PAUL ARSENAULT 


UIDING TH 


HEAD COACH AND DIRECTOR OF HOCKEY OPERATIONS 


Sometimes referred to as the 
Bear Bryant of university hockey 
in Canada, Paul Arsenault enters 
his 22nd season behind the 
bench with an outstanding . 650 
winning percentage. His 526 
victories leave him 21 behind 
the late John Maclnnes_ of 
Michigan Tech, who is the 
all-time winning mentor in 
North America with 557 wins 
over 26 seasons. 
Arsenault began his coaching 
career in 1963 when, after gra- 
duating in Physical Education 
from the University of New 
d Brunswick, he took over the 
reigns of the Sir George Williams University puck squad. He led 
his troops to four league titles before joining the arch-rival 
Loyola College Warriors in 1973. There, his teams won two 
titles in three seasons before Loyola and Sir George merged 
and the Concordia University Stingers were born. That marked 
the beginning of a dynasty as the club captured the league 
championship in its first nine seasons. The streak finally ended 
last year as the Stingers finished out of the play-offs. Overall, 
Arsenault has been the guiding light behind 16 conference

titles. He’s been named Quebec University Athletic 
Association coach of the year on three occasions and has 
gained National honors twice. 

Last year’s 5-13-2 QUAA record tells only part of the Stingers’ 
1984-85 story. In non- conference play the club compiled an 
11-6-2 mark, which included victories over top ranked teams 
like Cornell, York, University of Toronto and Dartmouth. 
While winning is obviously the coach’s primary goal he main- 
tains that it is the preparation to win which takes priority, in 
addition to training young men to play the best hockey they 
can and use the sport to their advantage in future years. By that 
Arsenault is referring to education and he’s very proud to note 
that over 90 percent of his players have graduated. 

Aside from his duties with the hockey team Arsenault is also 
one of the assistant athletic directors at Concordia. For the 
past three years he has been in charge of women’s athletics. 
Prior to that, he held down the position of budget coordinator. 
For the past 17 years Paul has operated his own hockey school 
on the West Island. Last summer he and his colleague Bob 
Philip, Concordia’s Sports Information Director, transformed 
the program from a day camp format to residential at John 
Abbott College in Ste. Anne de Bellevue. During the four 
weeks it ran, some international flavor was added. Former 
Stinger goalie Jim Corsi, now a playing coach in Italy, served as 
aguest instructor and brought some Italian players with him. 
Paul resides in Pointe Claire with his wife Cathi and two 
daughters Klay, 13 and Holly, 6. 


Rob served as coach of the Junior Varsity Killer Bees last season and began the present campaign J. V. 
Coordinator, before becoming an assistant to Pau! Arsenault. Rob has been on the varsity puck scene 
since the 1983-84 campaign, occupying a number of roles. He compiled statistics, conducted 
in-depth game analysis and helped out at practices. The son of Montreal Expos team physician 
Dr. Bob Brodrick, Rob is married and lives in N.D.G. He replaces Eric Dixon, who worked alongside 
Arsenault for three years. 


BILLY SAMPSON 
APPRENTICE COACH 


A native of N.D.G., Billy will become part of Quebec University Hockey League history this year as the 
first ever apprentice coach. A Concordia student, currently completing his third year of a double 
major in geography and history, he has coaching experience in the Montreal Hurons organization, 
which groups players from N.D.G., Céte des Neiges, Snowdon and Ville Emard. Coach Arsenault 
envisions Sampson’s role as that of a jack of all trades. He'll make game analysis’, do statistical work 
and closely observe Arsenault work behind the bench. The Concordia mentor says Sampson is a 
welcome addition to the Stingers family, noting that by reiterating certain points “everybody will 
benefit including myself.”

Stingers farm system continues to prosper 


It hasn’t received a great amount of recognition over the years, 
but Concordia’s junior varsity hockey program has been a ma- 
jor contributor to the success of the sport at the university. 
Originally instituted back in the Loyola College days, Stingers 
head coach and director of hockey operations Paul Arsenault 
solidified the program five years ago when he created the 
Concordia Senior Hockey League. 

The Concordia J.V. Killer Bees are made up of late cuts from the 
varsity roster and Stinger hopefuls. Having a farm system, says 
Arsenault, has been invaluable. It serves as a fine training 
ground for players who just aren’t ready to make a big jump to 
university hockey and can also be used as a vehicle whereby 
injured members of the big team can play themselves back into 
shape. Over the years players from the Stinger roster seeing 
limited duty in Quebec University Hockey League play have 
been known to partake in a number of J.V. contests as well. 
Arsenault notes that there aren’t too many teams in North 


America which have won with the same consistency as Con- 
cordia over the past decade. And he credits the J.V. program for 
such a unique distinction. 

Coaching the Concordia J.V. squad this year is Bernard 
Gagnon. This will be the St. Laurent native’s first time being 
exposed to university hockey in Quebec from a coaching 
standpoint. However, he is by no means a newcomer to the 
game. Following a professional playing career which saw him 
enjoy minor league stops with the Denver Spurs, Fort Worth 
Wings and San Diego Gulls, he moved on to Switzerland where 
he played for HC Sierre and HC Kloten for his first six years and 
HC Lugano for two more. The past two winters he was a playing 
coach for HC Martigny of the Swiss National “C” League. From 
1968 to 1972 he earned his Bachelor’s Degree in Business 
Administration at the University of Michigan, while starring for 
their hockey team.
